n France, May 6.—-German 
aviators are now resorting to 
unsportsmanlike tricks to out- 
wit American flyers. The 
trickiness of German soldiers 
afoot is emulated by enemy 
airmen, who are marking 
:heir machines as much like 
allied machines as possible. 
Fl.e game of the German air- 
man is to play around, get in 
a shot if he can, then run. The 
American fivers, for fear of 
attacking a probable -friend, 
must get up close to the enemy 
machine, usually after con- 
iderable maneuvering, be- 
bre opening a fight. Here is 
ivhat happens as an airdome 
o which Americans are at- 
ached. The telephone bell 
ings at the hangar and the 
ocation of the enemy is re- 
jeated in a loud voice by the 
ergeant. A number of young 
Americans, 
" helmeted 
and 


booted, swing into their ma- 
chines and one after another 
the machines^ dash across the 
field. 


They take the air quickly and in 


less than five minutes from the time 
tho bell rings the airplanes look like 
onosquitoes in the sky. In .three-quar- 
ters of an hour they are'back again 
and- compare notes.

Madison, Wis.-, May 6.—The greater 
part of the activities of the. Wisconsin 
Highway Commission directed toward 
actual construction .has been the prep- 
aration of plans, and specifications for 
federal aid .work, according to a re- 
port to Gov. Philipp by the highway 
department today. The entire amount 
of 
construction 
contemplated 
for 


li>18 is approximately 
325 miles of 
road, for which surveys; are nearly 
completed. 
The plans which 
have 
been forwarded to the district 
en- 
gineer 'for approval cover 15.3 -miles 
and it is estimated that the equiva- 
lent of plans for 100 miles of road 
rtre now ready in the division offices 
but. have not Mbeen forwarded for ap- 
proval. 
. Shortly after the beginning of the 
year the Council of National Defense 
requested information through 
the 
U. S. Office of Public Roads regarding 
improvements contemplated 
in -the 
various states under. Federal aid, in 
order to determine if these improve- 
ments were in accordance^ with 
the 
general policies of the Councils. This 
commission assembled the data re- 
quested on all of the fifty-five contem- 
plated projects. 
On. March 17th a 
letter was received from the District 
Kngineer, E. O. Hathaway, of Minne- 
apolis, advising that all of the proj- 
ects contemplated 
were 
approved. 
This approval signifies that the proj- 
ects are in agreement with the road 
improvement policies of the Council 
of National Defense, and 
that the 
U. S. Office of Public Roads is now 
free to consider them with regard to 
their eligibility to improvement under 
the federal aid law. To date, 33 proj- 
ect statements covering 159.33- miles 
of road have been submitted to the 
U. S.- office of Public Roads for ap- 
proval and 15 projects covering 59.03 
miles1 have been' approved. 
It is impossible to make any predic- 
tions with regard to the amount of 
construction this year," says A. 
R. 
Hirst. "Our financial resources are 
fully as great as they ever have been. 
The element which is lacking is labor. 
The present necessities of the country 
are such that we cannot bid for labor 
in competition with other necessary 
activities and our policy is such that 
we would nbt pay exorbitant prices 
even though we were free from the 
unusual conditions prevailing.
